New York, April 17.—The Cunard liner, Carpathia, bearing the 


survivors of the sunken steamship Titanic was making slowly to- 
ward New York this afternoon groping through the fog Her wire- 
less is as silent as that of the stricken vessel, a small part of whose 
cargo she bears. .According to the best reports she will not reach 
here before 1 o'clock tomorrow mor-ning. .Wireless messages bom- 
barded .the Carpathia all last night and this morning with but lit- 
tle result. Even a message from President Taft asking for news of 
his aide, Jflajor Butt, remained unanswered and the indications are 
that no details of the disaster will be known until the Carpathia 
reaches port. Judging from the nature of the few messages received 
from the survivors aboard the Carpathia it is inferred that the most 
of them are ignorant of the awful tragedy which took place aboard 
the Titanic after she was abandoned. 


-Thus many wives are ignorant that their husbands have per- 


ished, hoping that they were picked up by some passing liner and 
looking forward to being reunited. 


InHew York all preparations are being made to receive the sur- 


vivors. Food, clothing and other necessities have been provided. 
Police protection will be made and every measure taken to protect 
the unfortunates who have undergone such a dreadful strain. For 
the women of the steerage a club of prominent New York women has 
been formed to house and take care of them until relatives abroad 
can be informed of their plight.

CLARENCE DABROW, 55 TODAY, IS A IMSCIPLK OP TOLSTOI. 


Under indictment »in Los Angeles on 
charges of bribery and corruption of 
jurors, with the trial that will be the 
crisis of his career set for the 14th 
.of next month, Clarence S. Darrow is 
perhaps not very happy in this, his 
fifty-fifth, birthday. Once the 
hero, 


the plumed knight, of organized labor, 
the lawyer-philosopher is now viewed 
with suspicion by many of his former 
friends. Declaring his innocence, Mr. 
Darrow has announced that he will 
fight to the last ditch. The distin- 
guished labor attorney is a disciple of 
Tolstoi and the author of a book en- 


• titled "Resist Not Evil," but in the an- 
thracite coal investigation 
Moyer-Haywood-Pettibone

showed himself a right nifty register, 
and probably he will be no less

fighter with his own liberty and rep- 
utation at stake. Against him, ac- 
cording to District 
Attorney Fred-

Kinsman, O., was the Darrow birth- 
place, and April 18, 1857, the date. He 
was educated in the public schools of 
the 'Buckeye State and in 1875 was ad- 
mitted to the

While 
still a 


attained 
an enviable 
reputation in his profession, and was 
appointed general counsel for the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern Railroad coni- 
ipany. Then he became interested in 
organized labor, delivering addresses 
and writing articles in defense of the 
cause. Ten years ago, when President 
Roosevelt 
appointed an 
arbitration 
commission to look into the anthra- 
cite coal mining situation, 
Darrow 


was chosen to present the side of the 
union miners. His successful defense 
of Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone, the 
leaders of the Western Federation of 
Miners who were charged with 
Uie 
murder of former Governor Steunen- 
berg, of Idaho, added to Darrow's rep- 
utation. <> 


One of the greatest influences 
in 
Darrow's life was the late Governor 
Altgeld, of Illinois. 
Before Darrow 


had won his spurs he became a pro- 
tege of Altgeld, and when the latter 
-died the young lawyer delivered 
a 


eulogy of his friend and partner that 
is a classic of its kind, and scarcely in- 
fei-ior to Ingersoll's "Oration at His 
Brother's Grave " 


Whether angel of light or devil of 
darkness, Darrow is possessed of a 
charm and magnetism of personality1 


that cannot be denied. He usually 
wears shabby clothes of the 
ready- 


made variety, and he is far—very far 
—trom being handsome. But talk— 
how he can talk, when once aroused! 


Buddha, Christ, Socrates, Plato and 


Confucius have had their influence in 
the formation of the Darrow philoso- 
phy, 
as set forth in his books, but 


his great master is Tolstoi. Holding 
to the 
ideal of non-resistance, 
as 
preacher by the great Russian, Dar- 
row yet admits that there are times 
when it is necessary to fight for sur- 
vival. In his "Resist Not Evil" Dar- 
row says: 


"The doctrine of non-resistance to 
evil does not rest upon the words of 
Christ alone. Buddha, Confucius, Pla- 
to, Socrates, show the evil and de- 
struction of war, of conquest, of vio- 
lence and of hatred, and have taught 
the beneficence of peace, of forgive- 
ness, of non-resistance to evil. 
But 


modern thought Is not content to rest 
the conduct of life upon the theories 
of moralists. 
The rules of life tha 


govern men. and states today must be 
in keeping with science, and conform 
to the highest reason and judgemen 
of man. * * * That men should 'turn 
the other cheek,' should 'love theii 
enemies,' should 'resist not evil,' has 
ever seemed fine to teach to children 
to preach on 
Sundays, to round a 


period in a senseless oratorical flight; 
but it has been taken for granted thai

Gulf Route Again. 


Senator Owen of Oklahoma might be 


accused of trying to encourage immi- 
gration from the United States to Can- 
ada, but in reality he is simply reviv- 
ing a project long in the minds of men.

Most Extravagant Government. 


"I lay down the proposition that this 


is the most extravagant government 
that the white race is carrying1 on any- 
where on the surf ace-of the earth with 
least excuse for such extravagant ex- 
penditure of money." 
Such was the 


statement of Senator John Sharp Wil- 
liams when he was supporting the 
house proposition for reducing the 
army by cutting off five regiments of 
cavalry. He thought there should be 
a cut in military expenditures, but he 
recognized the real source of increased 
expenditures in the desire of members 
of congress to get things for their dis- 
tricts and their people for the purpose 
of making themselves strong at home. 


Martine Harked Back. 


When the senate made it such an 


emphatic part of its policy not to re- 
duce the army nor to stop the building 
of tlie navy, Senator Martine of New- 
Jersey harked back to the arbitration 
treaties. lie said his heart swelled 
with joy wben it was shown in debate 
that those treaties were to abolish all 
wars, but he now found that "it was 
all an iridescent dream." He pointed 
out that notwithstanding the adoption 
of the arbitration treaties all foreign 
nations were going ahead with a larg- 
er program of naval building than ever 
before. Martine said that the treaties 
were largely humbug. 


Can Attack Mileage. 


Soon there will be an appropriation 


bill before the house carrying the mile- 
age provision, which allows .senators 
and members 20 cents a mile for trav- 
eling expenses. It can be attacked and 
the interesting question will be to see 
how far members of the bouse who 
have been so anxious for economy will 
go in the direction of cutting down the 
mileage pay. 


Regret For Cullom. 


There is real sincere regret in Wash- 


ington that Senator Cullom is not to be 
permitted to live out hfs days as a 
senator.

evening clothes. It was a gala night 
on board the great liner. Many of the 
women were lowered into the 
life- 
boats in their evening gowns, 
which 


afforded but scant protection from the 
chill winds and water. 
. Guided only by the cries of the dis- 
tressed survivors, the Carpathia cau- 
tiously made her way 
through 
the 


dangerous ice fields, picking up boat 
load after boat load of frenzied women 
and children. 


Many of the women were rendered 


temporarily insane by their harrowing 
experience, and are under the care of 
physicians in the Carpathia's hospital. 


When communication was first es- 
tablished \vith the Carpathia her wire- 
less was working clearly and distinct- 
ly. She stated that she was 250 miles 
north of Cape Cod at noon, and that 
she expected to reach New York either 
late Thursday night or Friday morn- 
ing. 
The wireless operator confirmed 


the 
figures 
previously 
sent. 
He 


said ho could not give the exact num- 
ber of survivors on board, but it would 
approximate SOO. 


Ho denied that any passengers of 


the Titanic survived other than those 
on hoard the Carpathia. When 
the 


Carpalhia reached the scene of 
the 


wreck there were no other vessels in 
sight. All that remained of the giant 
ship was a few bodies floating on the 
surface about which she foundered and 
a small lot of wreckage. 


Asked concerning prominent indi- 


viduals not reported among the sur- 
vivors, he said that 
Isidor Straus, 


John Jacob Astor, Benjamin Guggen- 
heim, Major Butl and President Hays 
of the Gra'nd Trunk railroad, were not 
aboard the Carpathia. 


Captain E. J. Smith, commanding 
the Titanic, was last seen by the sur- 
vivors standing on the bridge with 
megaphone in hand. Wireless Operator 
Phillips did not leave his station. H. 
S. Bride, the second wireless operator 
on the Titanic, was placed in one of 
the-boats and is on the Carpathia. It 
is believed that Phillips, when he re- 
ilized the ship's
